>n-copy Gluing) and many GUs who run only one or two games, so it's natural 
for some GHs to receive only one or two votes, and it's necessary to set a 
lower number of uentiona for inclusion in the main list, 72 GMs were mention** 
ed last year, 97 (H.A«) this year. Could this be a function of the somewhat 
larger number of votes cast this year, or of the possible trend to lower- 
circulation zines, thus more ;G&s running fewer games apiece, or what? I'd be 
interested in hearing speculations. (57 ballots were recorded for the Gii 
poll; 1 have no figures from last year.) 

One final word. It seems that the noil was not universal in the North 
American hobby. X didn't announce it (through oversight) in BAIGCHE, my 
French-language subzine, and I'm not sure if Francois Cuerrier and Pierre 
LaBreche announced it in theirs; in any event, North America's French-lang- 
uage zines received only a few votes each, not enough to make the main list. 
So the title of the poll should really be: "The iiorth American English- 
language Zine and GU Poll". Perhaps we'll hold a poll of our own and rectify 
the omission* 

Response to Fred V/ inter lette r (continued from last issue): There has, been 
a variant rating system, vMfoiflftSQD, which I designed and carried on before 
turning it over to James Hymas, who let it languish. If X ever get time 
again X might redo it. However, it's inaccurate to say that it's impossible 
to rate variants; it's been done. 

The idea of assigaing Ms after the game has finished negates one of 
the basic purposes of the BNs: having a quick and easy reference for the 
game. Also, cases in which a game starts out regular and finishes Irregular 
are few, and are usually a result of some GS4 misbehavior. By far the major- 
ity of games start and finish regular. Why wait? Why exchange the advantage 
of having a handy appelation for the dubious benefit of not printing games 
which are not regular? 

For that matterv why leave out non-regular games? «iost of the non-regu- 
lar games which get printed in EVERYTHING (I'm assuming that EVERYTHING jfg 
going to come out again, although it's been almost a year...) are local 
telephone games. X don't see any great harm in printing these; as long as 
they're indicated as irregular in some way (as they are now) ratingsmaeters 
can simply ignore them in tabulations. The same goes for variants, if they 
were printed. Also, since statistics enthusiasts tend to be completists any- 
way, I expect most subscribers of EVERYTHING would prefer to have as much 
information as possible. It would give an even more complete picture of the 
hobby *
